POINTS OUT, HOWEVER, AND CU/EE CONCURS THAT PROGRAM BEGIN- 
NING IN MAY WOULD NOT BE OPTIMUM TIMING. MAJORITY US UNI- 
VERSITIES NOW END ACADEMIC YEAR IN MAY OR EARLY JUNE WITH 
LAST FEW WEEKS DEVOTED EXAMS, COMMENCEMENTS, ETC. CON- 
VERSELY, MANY UNIVERSITIES BEGIN ACADEMIC YEAR LATE AUGUST 
OR EARLY SEPTEMBER. THUS CONSIDERABLY BETTER PROGRAM COULD 
BE ARRANGED LATTER TIME FRAME WHICH ALSO APPARENTLY (PARA 
10 REFTEL) PREFERABLE FROM POPKIEWICZ POINT VIEW. ADVISE. 

2. ALL PROGRAMMING AGENCIES HEAVILY BOOKED MAY AND JUNE 
WHICH IS PEAK SEASON OF YEAR. IF EMB ANTICIPATES THAT OTHER 
IVP NOMINEES HOPE BEGIN PROGRAM THESE MONTHS, CU WILL NEED 
ETAS, HOPEFULLY WITH ALTERNATE ETA PREFERENCES, ASAP. 

3. CU/EE EXPECTS BE ABLE FUND OUTSTANDING IVP NOMINEES 
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BEFORE END FISCAL YEAR ALTHOUGH UNDERSTOOD THAT TRAVEL MAY 
NOT BEGIN BEFORE NEXT FISCAL YEAR. KISSINGER 
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
